Dr.  Deborah  Harris  holds  a  joint  appointment  in  the  Departments  of  Special  Education 
and  Child  and  Adolescent  Psychiatry  at  the  University  oi  South  Florida  in  Tampa.   She  is 
currendy  engaged  in  two  major  research  projects,  one  tocusing  on  teacher  collaboration  and  the 
other  tocusing  on  the  neurological  correlates  between  Tourette  Syndrome  and  Learning  Disabilities. 
In  addition,  she  continues  to  develop  and  validate  an  instructional  model  lor  enhancing  the  intrinsic 
motivation  of  adolescents  with  learning  disabilities. 

Dr.  Harris  received  her  undergraduate  degree  from  Bennett  College  in  Greensboro,  N.C.  and 
earned  both  her  Masters  and  Ph.D.  irom  the  University  oi  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill.   Dr. 
Harris  completed  her  doctoral  studies  in  less  than  three  years  while  a  single  parent  ol  two  small 
children.    She  is  quick  to  acknowledge  that  all  glory  and  honor  belongs  to  God. 

Dr.  Harris  serves  on  the  Southern  Union  Executive  Committee,  serves  as  an  advisor  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  at  Oakwood  College  and  is  well  knowTi  for  her  leadership  roles  as  past  Director  of 
Women's  Ministries  for  the  South  Atlantic  Conference  and  past  president  for  the  North  Carolina 
Youth  Federation.   Dr.  Harris  has  received  several  leadership  awards  and  was  selected  as  1  ot  150 
Blacks  included  in  the  Profiles  of  Service  collection  of  Black  SDAs  who  were  making  a  difference, 
published  by  Message  Magazine  1990.

Dr.  Stennett  Brooks,  son  of  an  Advcntist  minister  and  a  godly  mother,  was  born  in  Puerto  Cabezas, 
Vicaracoie,  Central  America.   As  a  youth  he  exhibited  great  promise  in  matters  involving  human 
relations  and  fiscal  acumen.    He  completed  his  elementary  education  in  the  church  schools  of  Colon, 
Panama.    His  secondary  and  collegiate  years  were  spent  in  Mandeville,  Jamaica  at  West  Indies  college.    He 
later  migrated  to  the  United  States  and  earned  his  Bachelor's  Degree  in  Business  Administration  at 
Oakwood  College. 

Through  the  years  he  has  been  a  loyal  and  faithful  member  of  the  New  York  chapter  of  the  Oakwood 
College  Alumni  Association.   As  a  conference  official,  he  made  it  possible  tor  A.  Samuel  Rashford  chapter  to 
hold  its  monthly  membership  meetings  at  the  Nortlieastern  Conference  office. 

Vocationally,  Dr.  Brooks  has  excelled  in  a  variet\'  of  area.   Music  teacher,  Accountant  in  the  ABC  and 
Northeastern  Treasury  Departments,  Treasurer  and  Business  Manager  of  Northeastern  Conference, 
Northeastern  Academy,  and  Northeastern  Credit  Union.

He  is  also  the  chairman  of  the  Northeastern  Conference  Nursing  Home  Board 
and  the  Northeastern  Towers  and  the  founder  of  the  Northeastern  Conference  Credit  Union.    He  has  been  a 
faithful  member  of  the  Oakwood  College  Alumni  Association  and  makes  it  his  priority  to  attend  meetings  of 
the  .Alumni  Association  whenever  possible.    In  1980,  he  was  awarded  the  "Alumnus  of  the  Year"  distinction 
by  the  Oakwood  College  National  Alumni  Association.

Always  committed  to  education  and 
the  lite  of  the  mind,  she  periormed  with  excellence  her  work  at  Atlanta  Public  Schools, 
Oakwood  College,  St.  Joseph  College  at  Philadelphia,  Columbia  Union  College,  and  the 
University  of  Cinncinati. 

As  a  teaching  professional,  she  spent  thirty-seven  years  in  the  field  of  education,  both 
Adventist  and  Columbus  Public  School  systems.  A  creative  administrator  as  well  as  a  teacher, 
she  served  as  Program  Coordinator  for  Adult  Education  in  the  Columbus  Public  Schools.

A    native  ot  Dallas,  Texas,  Mervyn  A.  Warren  attended  James  K.  Polk  and  B.F.  Darrcll  Elementary  Schools  and 
yj.  Booker  T.  Washington  and  Lincoln  High  Schools.    Baptized  as  a  high  school  senior  into  die  Sevendi-day 
Adventist  Church  through  Bible  studies  bv  Sister  Mattie  Fitch,  the  preaching  of  Elder  WW  Fordham,  and  the  ministry 
of  Elder  Fred  W'  Parker,  he  happily  declined  athletic  scholarships  to  several  colleges  antl  universities  to  attend 
Oakwood  College.    He  graduated  from  Oakwood  (B.A.,  Theology),  SDA  Seminary  ot  Andrews  University  (M.A., 
Homiletics  and  Speech;  M.Div,  Church  and  Ministry),  Michigan  State  Universit)'  (Ph.D.,  Rlietoric  and  Public 
Address),  and  Vanderbilt  Di\initv  School  (Doctor  oi  Ministry,  Bible  Exegesis). 

Immediately  upon  graduation  trom  the  Seminary  in  the  early  1960's,  Warren  joined  the  faculty  of  die  Religion 
Department  and  later  pastorcd  in  the  Lake  Region  Conference  where  he  was  ordained  to  tlic  gospel  ministry. 
Reputedly  the  first  Oakwood  religion  graduate  and  Oakwood  religion  teacher  to  achieve  the  earned  doctorate,  he 
returned  to  the  faculty  in  the  late  1960's  where  he  chaired  religion  until  1977,  the  year  he  began  a  decade  of  service 
in  a  number  ot  administrative  posts:   Vice  President  tor  Academic  Affairs,  General  Vice  President,  and  Assistant  to  the 
President.   The  year  1986  marked  his  return  to  his  first  love,  the  Religion  Department,  where  he  has  been  serving 
until  the  present  time. 

In  addition  to  teaching  and  touching  lives  in  and  out  of  the  classroom  with  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  and 
working  in  various  wavs  widi  active  clerg>-  in  the  church  (viz..  Annual  Pastoral/Evangelism  Conference),  Warren  recalls 
also  other  professional  vignettes  like:    1)  Co-Directing  and  Editing  the  first  Institutional  Self-Study  for  reaffirmation 
ot  OC's  accreditation  (1969-71),  2)  Coordinating  die  Bethel  college/OC  affiliation  and  .spending  time  on  die  South 
.African  campus,  3)  personally  writing  federal  proposals  totaling  over  a  million  dollars  ($1,000,000)  during  his 
administrative  years,  and  4)  directing  those  funds  toward  the  attainment  of  earned  Ph.D.'s  and  Ed.D.'s  by  at  least  a 
half  dozen  OC  teachers  as  well  as  toward  die  operation  and  equipment  of  such  projects  as  the  WOCG  Radio  Station, 
Inner  College/Developmental  Learning  Resource  Center  later  becoming  Center  for  Academic  Advancement, 
Curriculum  Materials  Center  in  the  Education  Department  (neces.sary  for  NCATE  accreditation).    Media  Center  in 
Library,  Science  Learning  Center  in  what  is  now  Cooper  Complex,  initial  computerization  of  registration  and  student 
records,  preparation  and  publication  ot  the  first  Faculty  Research  Journal  of  OC,  inaugurating  the  "Research  and 
Publishing  Stipend"  policy  for  faculty,  and  developing  strategy,  format  an  curricula  for  a  traditional  Vocational 
Education  program  (auto  mechanics,  electronics,  welding,  house  construction,  et  cetera). 

His  classroom-pulpit  experience  has  led  to  adjunct  teaching  roles  at  the  SDA  Seminary,  Michigan  State 
Universit)-,  Vanderbilt  University,  Alabama  A  &  M  University,  and  Calhoun  Community  College.    Hobbies  include 
tennis,  golf,  "scrabble,"  and  writing. 

Major  publications  include  the  Adult  Sabbath  School  Quarterly  ("Knowing  That  We  Know  God")  in  1984;  God 
Make  Known  (Review  and  Herald);  Black  Preaching:   Truth  and  Soul  (University  Press  of  America);  and  an  award- 
winning  sermon  in  Best  Sermons,  volume  1  (Harper  and  Row).    Presendy  Dr.  Warren  is  writing  the  history  ot 
Oakwood  College.

With  sincere  humility  and  yet  with  outspokenness,  August  gives  credit  to  God  for 
his  accomphshments  and  remarks,  "I  know  that  I  could  not  do  this  by  myself"

education  and  attended  the  University  of  Cape  Town  and  the  London  School  of  Economics.   He  is  a  graduate 
fellow  of  the  Journalistes  en  Europe  program  in  international  relations  in  Paris,  France.

For  innovative  leadership  and  strategic  mobilization  ot  Ebony  Evangelism,  Messa^je  presents  its  199S 
Excellence  Award  to  the  leaders  of  the  Nortli  American  Division  Black  Caucus. 

Since  the  formation  ot  regional  conferences  50  years  ago,  membership  has  grown  from  approximately 
17,000  during  die  i940s  to  more  than  260,000  currently.   Ebony  Evangelism  contributed  to  this  number  by 
repackaging  the  effective  staples  of  ministry  to  Blacks.   Those  staples  include  publishing  and  literature 
evangelism,  health  and  education,  and  traditional  Black  preaching. 

Regional  leaders  have  long  recognized  the  nuances  involved  in  leading  their  own  people  to  Christ. 
"Generally,  what  we  have  tound  is  our  people  respond  to  diose  who  show  an  interest  in  dieir  immediate 
needs,"  says  Black  Caucus  president  Ralph  Pcay.    "This  is  a  wholistic  concept."  Ebony  Evangelism  crusades 
otter  day  camps  and  Vacation  Bible  Schools  for  children,  food  and  clothing,  tutoring,  and  health  and  cooking 
education. 

One  factor  that  distinguishes  Ebony  Evangelism  from  other  outreach  efforts  is  the  cooperation  among 
the  nine  regional  conferences.    Each  year  conferences  lend  their  most  productive  evangelists  to  the  summer 
meetings.    Bible  workers,  theolog)'  and  seminary  students  also  provide  thorough  prework  by  making  con- 
tacts.  They  follow-up  afterwards  by  continuing  to  study  with  and  support  new  members.   This  formula, 
simple,  wholistic,  and  practical,  is  effective  and  yielded  1,5  18  souls  to  die  Adventist  Church  in  Central  States 
and  Allegheny  West  is  the  past  two  years.
